Tho value of land aad hoase property is 
very low, and tho price of shares 1m most 
of the local Companios and enterprises has 
fallen so heavily tnat large aun of money 
sre locked ap and cannot bs realized except 
at a ruinous loss. While the legitimue 
huainess of the Colony has not fallen off, a 
large portion of its capital bas been trausfor- 
jed'to other ceuntries by somowhat r- oklesa 
and certainly regrattable speculation. 

Though there may be uo immodiate pro- 
apoct of rapid improvement, we may look 
forward to the future hopefally. 


_LAND—TRADE—POPULATION. 

The value of land and rents has begun to 
have an upward tendency: The large 
voluma of trade which is ensured by the 
unique geographical position of the Ooloay 
is incresaing. "The population, perhaps one 
of the mos: industrious in the world, is 
growing daily, and the publio Revenue 
although it is not of a very elastic charactor 
tmuat be directly benefitted by tho comple- 
tion of the Praya, the Cantral Market, 
and other depéts which will at once be 
accelerated by the izsue of the new Loan. 

‘The frequent fluctuations in silver and 
Eastern exchange aro naturally creating 
groat difficulties, and indeed consternation, 
in countries in which the silver standard 
is ia force, as well aa in ono of the largeat 
and vealthiest counties in England. It is 
sincerely.to be hoped thus the Monetary 
Conferonce which is about to meet will 


aud all rotrenchment conasquently mast be 
more or leas ufa pro-pectivenature. I haye 
publicly stated: that when opportunities 
atiso I will take advnntaga of them, but 
time is required to effect afl euch reforms. 
The Civil Service is to o cortain extent 
over-officured, ond the salaries of the 
Clorical service are capable of reduction as 
vacancies occur, Thore is no doubt also 
that the coat ofthe Police is oxtremely 
heavy, aud that in future by extending the 
torm of service which qualifies Indian and 
Chirteae conatables for pensions considerable 
aavings may be effoctod. : 

‘As there existe in out midat an indust- 
rious and generally honest Portugaose com- 
munity, and as many reapectable Chinese 
are qualifying for pu blic employment, thore 
will be no necessity, xcept in rare cases, to 
recruit. the Clerical aervico, as distinot from 
the.

ment into it of Englishmen hereafter. 1 
propa therefore_» reorganization of the 
Clerico} Establishment, and a division of 
that: Establishment into 6 classes, with 
salaries: tanging from $360 per anoum in 
the lowest, $2,400: per annum in the 
highest class, It will be found on com: 
parison that the average salerivs to be paid 
undor this scheme will excead tha avarage 
pid in ‘Singapore, Mauritius aud Ceylon, 
and will be moro liberal thin the zaiaties 
paid by the best private firms in Hongkong. 

For Portuguese and Chineso clerks these 
salaries will.be found sufficient. These 
officers do not Inbuur under the disadvant- 
ages that Europeans do, as they have not 
as arole to ramit money tu Europe, and as 
they are domioiled hers ond acclimatized, 
they can live leas expensively, with less risk, 
and far moro comfortably, than English-" 
men occupying cottesponding pusitious. 
This reorganization will effect. a saving 
of between $26,000 nud $30,000 a yor. 
In arriving at this; conclusion and making 
this atatemant, I-wish it to be-fally under- 
stood that Ido not in any way undervalue 
the s rvices of.the Portuguese officers now 
employed in -the ‘Departments of Guvers- 
ment, Thoy.-aro ‘trustworthy. and indus- 
trious public servants, and several of them 
hava satisfactorily and faithfully fulfilled 
thoir dutics for a quatter of a century und

With regard to the Civil Service proper, 
T have suggested to the Secretary of State 
several important changes, in the’ way of 
sbolition and amalgamation of appointments 
appointments and alao reduction of salaries 
as opportunities occur, by which, if agrood 
to, 6 further feat of, from. $25,000 to 
$30,000 a year will-be secured. To some 
of these recommendations His Lordship 
haw already consented.

VOLUNTEERS. 

Tha propriety of revrganizing and re- 
establishing the Volunteor force was tefor- 
red by me in May last to a representative 
Committee of Citizens, They have reported 
strongly in favour of it, and hare attrebuted 
the complete fatiure, that has hitherto gt- 
teudad vach successive ‘ffurt to establish a 
permanent and vilective Volunteer farce 
in Hongkong, to a’ want of indaceiment,-en- 
souragement, and sufficient liborality un the 
part of the Government. The echeme pro- 
pesed by the Committee would involve an 
additionsl expense of atleast ¢8,00 2 year 
if adopted initsontirety. I propose to refer 
the matter to the Finance Committee by 


suggesting a apecific grant of about $10 000 
for the initial cost and $14,000 fur the 
annual maintenance of the Corps. This 
appeal for support comes at a most inop- 
portunes mome:t, but seme of the rocom- 
mendations of the Cummittes ara undoubt- 
ediy good, and others can be accepted with 
wiodilications.. The Volunteer force is en- 
titled to favourable consideration on ac- 
count ofits past services. [fit were tocense 
to axistit is possible that the Imperial Go- 
vernmont might ingist upon some pecuniary 
contribution in liew of it, Ltherofare ad- 
vies its maintenance on more liberal terms 
than now exist, if, by the Sist Decembér 
next, 150 mon have in writiug stated that 
they are ready and willing to join the force 
and fulfil the conditions to be imposed 
upon them. 


EDUCATION, 

With reference to Education it is gratify. 
ing to observe that steady progress ia being 
made. Over 10,000 scholars are under in- 
struction. The Government in conjunction 
with a member of the Council, mhoisnotrd 
for his princely munificence in sid of this 
cause, is abuut to provide: educational faci- 
lities for the hitherto neglected Eurasian 
girls, and when the New Girls Central 
Schuol is ‘completed, it will at anes be oc- 
enpisd“by about 250 pupils, of whom 110 
will ba Hurasians, and 140 Chinese. Owing 
to the action of the Soverament, local mis- 
siona ara also bestirring themselves in the 
samedirection, Out of a total avout $84,000 
to be expended this year by the Gororn- 
ment on education, Victoria College in re- 
sponsible for no less a éam than $19,009, 
During 1893, L trust it will be possible for 
‘the Headmuster and -Committse of the 
College to’ suggest -a reduction in this 
charge, and also that the Chinese inhabi- 
tante.of Hongkong, whose children prin- 
-cipally benefit by this excelleat Institution, 
will not be-aversa to the payment of 3 
rather bigher fe than thnt now impused. .

CHIME. : 

The number of Criminal casea in the 
Supreme Court. this yonr dood not show 
any strikiag coutraat with the numbor last 
yet, but the retarna for.189i and 1892 
taken together, exhibit a marked diminu- 
tia in Crime as compared with previous 
years. ‘The number of cases tried up to 
dato is only 27. In 1891, the number was 
32. Tho avoraye sonual number of, cases 
between 1887 and 1890 was 6," A considlor- 
able portion of this docreuso is of conrae 
owing to tha increased power givan to mugis- 
trates in 1891,,t0 deal summarily with in- 
dictablo offences. Notwithatanding this, 
it may fairly be said that the condition of 
the Oolony with regard to Crimes of the 
more gorious kind is satisfactory. 

There have been no’ trials for extensive 
embozalemont and theft, though cortainly 
two most flagrant cases occurred, the 
culprits escaping from the Colony. There 
has been.unly one trial for murder, snd no 
charges of Piracy during the year. It isa 
matter for congratulation that within recent 
years eerious robbery by atmad bands, with 
yioloncs, which uséd in formor days 
to be avery common aifence has ceased to 
exist, This ig no doubt owing to the do- 
portation of Criminals, a policy which is 
much appreciated by, and enlists the 
sympathies] of, the respectible Chinvse 
Residents ia the Coldny. 

Ourdially acknowledging the assistauce 
which the Chinese Communi:y affords the 
Government in tha suppression of crime, I 
trust that this aid will be continued, and 
that the policy of the Government in rid- 
ding the Colony of well-known dangerous 
charactars will bo supported nnd diligently 
‘persevered in. 


TONNAGE. 

The tonnage in and out ia 1891 was 
14,605,698 tons, but it seems probable that 
the return will be eclipsed by the entriea 
and cloarances-of this year. Up tothe 3ist 
Octuber they amounted to 11,703,831 
against 11,661,446 tons for the correspond- 
ing period last year, There bas afeo been a 
slight revival inemigration. Up tothe 31st 
Ootober 43,024 emigrants have loft for 
various ports, against 39,360 for the same 
period in 1891. The action of Candda, tha 
United States and of the Australian Oo- 
lonies tenders it impossible that emigration 
should over again assume the proportions it 
attained some co ago, 

The Colony has been mercifully preserved 
from storin und pestilence during the last 
10 months. The neighbouring coasts how- 
ever have not been exempt from thesa dire 
visitations. Though Hongkong itself has 
beon spared, we have nevertheless to regret 
the loss of several members of this Com- 
munity owing to the wreck of the Mail 
steamer Bokhara on 10th Octuber. 


Tragedies of this ature, and the at- 
tendant suspense until the true facts 
are ascetiained, are at all times terrible, 
but they are doubly se, whon as in 
this case many of the victins were 
residents ia the Colony, young end pre- 
mising members of their several professions, 
and all su’ weil kuown and deservedly re- 
spected. a 

Tam not guilty of exaggeration when 1. 
say that the widest. and deepest sympathy 
has been nroused by this disaster which iv 
the history of Hongkong is unparalleled. 

Tho tangible proofs of this sympathy 
which will be offered by the Community and 
that of Shanghai and Canton to the relatives 
of those lost. will doubtless be appreciated 
by them, not for their intrinsic vatue, 
but as testimony to tho worth and character 
of these who have been taken from them,

completed its enquiries, The institution 
has been and is a very Valuable one, and I 
trust that its sphere of usefulness may be 
safely extended, rather than contracted. 

Et is possible not to say probable thut the

Government for some temporary aasistance, 
Such ‘an appeal if itis made will can assure 
you receive my most onreful oonsidoration, 
Lom most anxious to facilitate in every way 
the completion of the reclamation which 
will ultimately amonget other things ba of 
greut advantage to the Genera) Revenue. 

Tn the coming session I do not proposo to 
trouble members with much fresh Legisla- 
tion. . OF courea there will be the uaual 
Appropriation Ordinances arid als: the Loan 
Ordinances. Amendwents will be proposed 
in the vagrancy, medical, probate and mar= 
riage ordinances, and there mey perhaps be 
one or two private Hills, 

With your hearty eo-oporation in carrying 
these measures through Council, we may 
therefors untisipate a short and compara- 
tively nnewoatial session. 

CONCLUSION: 

In conelusion, gentlemen, I have only to 
express an earnest hope, that there may be 
a xevivel of prosperity in the fortunes’ of 
the colony during the year 1893, snd that 
under any circumstances, you will assist me 
in endeavouring to promote, as far as possi- 
ble, the welfare avd happincas of all classes 
of Her Majesty's subjects in Hongkong.

FINANCE COMMITTEE: 


The Finance Committco met immediately 
after the Council, the Colonial Secrefary 
presiding. 

Large eumsof money were voted, fhietly 
for charges alteady incurred. 
division was taken, tha Hon, T. Hi. 
head demanding a divisian on the gr. 
of $500 to the Observatory. 

Tho Colonial Secretary read-a synopsis of 
some amusing correspondence with the 
Director of the Observatory, irom whish it 
appeared that the latter claimed a free hand 
io the expenditure of monies in connection 
with the Observatory ‘as hitherto,’ while 
the Colonial Secretary indicated that he 
would not be allowed tivis liberty, 

Mr Whitehead regarded the resulta of the 
Observatory as exceedingly unsatiefactory, | 
nod stated there were many in the Colony 
who regarded the Observatory as absolutely 
useless. He objected tu the voting of the 
present sum in urder that they might bring 
the whole matter before the Legislative 
ouneil, 

On a division Messrs Bell-Irving, White- 
head, Chater and Dr Ho Kui (4) voted 
ugainst the grant; and Mr Behilios, the

holders, and we quite agree that a reduced 
cost might (under favourable circumstances) 
result in indreased earnings... .° 

It is with the object of giving increased 
facilities to the Peak residents that the 
extra night servios has been arranged in 
time for the coming wintor season (the season 
when in extra night service is most re- 

mired), but you will readily, understand 
at this’cnonot be done except at an in-

As regards (2) that §10 a month should 
be the maximam chargs,—It is only from 
the issue of monthly tickets at $12 a month 
that the Compamy can expect to obtain the 
inereased onst of running the extra night 
curs, It was not intended that this altera~ 
tion ehould affect the Penk residents, nor 
will it do ao-if they will take seasun tickets: 

With reference to (8) that no moro than 
one month should be paid in. adyance,—We 
wish to state thatin instituting the three- 
monthly season tickets it was with the. de- 
sire of granting mora favourable terms -to 
permanent residents at the Peak than to 
merely temporary -residénts, and we also 
considered that in doing so it, would suit 
the convenience of pormancat  resi- 
dents, most of whom are besiness men, and 
to whom the present necessity of monthly 
applications fur tickets, and consequent fre- 
quent ‘collections by the Company, must 
prove very inconvenicat. 

Io regard to (4) more liberal terms for 
family tickets,—We fally ealize the desi- 
rability of giving every facilily to families, 
and with this-object in-view-we-decided to al- 
low a discount of 16 per cent. to three or more 
members of the sauie family occupying the 
same house. ‘This arraugement, though ad- 
yantageous to small families, wo admit is 
not so fayouroble to large familes, and we 
are therefore’ prepared to granta further 
discount of 5 per cont.(or20 per cent. in all) 
for families of six or more members, whioh 
we trust will meet your wishes, especially as 
punch tickets would probably be taken for 
those not constantly travelling. R 

In reference to (5) the regulations and by- 
lawe commonly. introduced in the manage- 
misnt of home companies, Ia view of the 
jnoreasing number of passengers by the 
Tramway other than permanent residents 
of the.colony we considered it desirable in 
the interests of the Company to frame some 
aimple- by-laws for the proper regulation of 
the traflio. These by-laws will, wa fesl 
confident, in no way interfere with, or 
inconvenience, permanent residents, but 
will, we trust, prove a source of protection 
to all reguior supporters of the Tramway.
